Chevrolet Again 
Heads List

Seattle, May 19.—April new 
car registrations in Washington 
reveal a close race for head of the 
list between Chevrolet and Ford, 
the former leading, 991 to 950. 
This is the second time Ford has 
been displaced in first position in 
this state, the other time being in 
March. 

Total registrations in the state 
during last month were 4,349, ac- 
cording to the Motor List Company 
Statistics. In April, 1926, the total 
was practically 1,000 greater, being 
5,340. Backward spring weather is 
believed to be a factor, and later 
months will doubtless show a pickup. 
However, total registrations in new 
cars this year, since January 1, are 
less than 1,500 behind 1926, being 
13,776, compared to 15,263. 

In King county (Seattle) the first 
ten days of May 318 sales were in- 
dicated at the county offices, com- 
pared to 436-during the first ten 
days of May, 1926. 

In commercial car registrations 
for April, Ford trucks show the lead 
with 177. Chevrolet is second, with 
93; Graham, 54; Kenworthy, 16; In- 
ternational, 11; Federal 10; White, 
10; G. M. C., 10; Mack, 4, and Reo, 
5. Cumulative since January 1 
1927, Ford leads with 610, Chevrolet 
follows with 286 and Graham placed 
third with 179. 

During April, Buick new car reg- 
istrations were 283; Chrysler, 242; 
Dodge, 295; Essex, 284; Nash, 152; 
Oldsmobile, 84; Whippet, 175; Pon- 
tiac, 179: Star, 133: Studebaker, 179, 
and Willys-Knight, 88. 

Packard and Paige sales were also 
active, while Reo, Hudson and Hup- 
mobile dealers did well. Erskine 
totaled 16 and Franklin 14 registra- 
tions. Chandler showed some in- 
creased activity with 19. Oakland 
registrations amounted to 61, Hud- 
son topping this by eight. 

Gray’s Harbor sales reflect fair 
activity in the lumber district, the 
total there being 166, while Yakima 
county, with 174, is indicative of 
conditions in the fruit and farming 
belt of the state, where the outlook 
is considered good, despite reported 
damage from frost to fruit blossoms.

Generous always, the country 

will be quick to heed the appeal for relief and for aid in 

restoring the people of the affected regions to self-supporting 
industry. 

Of course, every such far-reaching disaster in 
its wake effects on business as a whole. The population of an 
extended area is temporarily removed from production and 
its buying power is consequently eliminated. It is interest-

ing to note in this connection a summary published in the| 


Index, the house organ of the New York Trust Company. 

“Vast as the catastrophe appears to be today,” says this 
publication, “the Mississippi flood is not likely to cause any 
great disturbance to either industry or agriculture. 
the crops cotton will be the most deeply affected. There was 
a large overproduction of cotton last year and this year’s loss 
will represent only a small proportion of the total estimated | 
crop. A few railroads serving the Mississippi district will 
suffer a reduction of traffic, but the chief effect on industry 
as a whole will be no greater than a temporary decline in 
the buying power of a relatively small section of the 
country.” 

As to just how deeply the decline in buying power is 
likely to affect the automotive industry, we may note that the| 
motor vehicle registration in the territory so far flooded is| 
under 100,000. There are about 250 vehicle dealers in this| 

rea, and temporarily they will be pretty well eliminated as 
active merchants. About this same proportion of acces- 
-ory and tire dealers will be temporarily relieved of business 
eares, but as quickly as the flood is under control this class 
of merchant will begin to sell goods again. There is no 
reason to think, then, that the flood is going to have any 
very far-reaching effect on the total consumption of auto- 
motive products in the country for the year 1927 

Of course, the end is not yet, and further extensions of 
the flood areas may make necessary revisions of estimates, 
but ever the greatest extension that can possibly be expected 
would not materially reduce automotive production totals for 
ihe year. 


Our National Income 

JME extremely interesting figures have just been pub- 
lished by the National Industrial Conference Board in 
York, analyzing our national income over a period of 
years. These show that our gross income last year was 
$78,649,000,000, as compared with $70,768,000,000 in 1924. 

The really significant feature of the compilation is 
found in the increase in income during recent periods. The 
years between 1909 and 1926 are divided into three periods, 
1909 to 1914, 1914 to 1920 and 1920 to 1926. During the 
first period our national income increased 9.7 per cent., dur- 
ing the second 11.4 per cent., and during the 1920 to 1926 
period it jumped up 26.6 per cent.
